Italy Will Be Seared And 
Scarred And Blackened lf 
Nation Sticks To Germany 
Churchill Tells Commons 


London, July 27 (Al*)—Prim** Minister Churchill told a 
cheering House of Commons today that “Italy will he seared 
arid scarred and blackened from one end to tile other” unless 
the new government headed by Marshal Pietro Badoglio 
abandons Germany’s war against the United Nations. 
Speaking at a supreme moment in his career as Britain’s 
war-time prime minister when his arch foe Benito Mussolini 
has disappeared from the scene, Churchill 
said orders to exert the “utmost rigor of war 
agair#t Italy” already had gone out to Allied 
commanders. 
No overtures of peace have been received 
from the elderly successor to Mussolini, the 
“first of the dictators” to go, Churchill said, 
and therefore no new decisions by the Allies 
were called for except to bring “the maxi­ 
mum avalanche of fire and steel upon all tar­ 
gets of military significance throughout the 
lerffcth and breadth of Italy." 
“Stew In Their On Juice 
“I know little or nothing of the new gov­ 
ernment,” he said. “I express no opinion upon it.” 
The Allied course, he said would be to let the Italians “stew 
in their own juice for a bit” and to “hot up the fire to the 
utmost*’ with the aim of obtaining from the Italian govern­ 
ment full facilities for carrying on the war against Germany. 
These facilities, it was assumed, included air bases. 
But in the interest of the supreme object of destroying the

Procession Of Triumph 
Churchill’s entry into the House of Commons to discuss 
the downfall of the man he had castigated as a “Pinchbeck 
Caesar” and “tattered lackey,” was a procession of triumph 
from the gates of Parliament to his seat. 
He was cheered by a waiting crowd at the gates as he 
jauntily walked to the chamber. 
But there was no suggestion of gloating as he discussed the 
fallen dictator today, and his choice of adjectives was con­ 
siderably less picturesque than some that he has used in the 
past in discussing Mussolini. 
“The keystone of the Fascist arch has crumbled and with­ 
out attempting to pYophesy it does not seem unlikely that the 
entire Fascist edifice will fall to the ground in ruin if it has 
not already done so,” the prime minister declared. 
Declaring that vast Allied forces are standing at the door­ 
way of Italy, the prime minister asked; 
Italians Have All To Gain 
“What is it these vast forces bring to Italy? They may 
bring, if the Italian people so decide, relief from war, freedom 
from servitude and after an interval a respectable place in a 
new and rescued Europe,” he said. 
He added; “When I learned of the scenes enacted in the 
streets of the fine city of Palermo, of the entry of the United 
States Army and*! review the mass of detailed information 
with which I have been supplied I can not doubt that the 
main wish of the Italian people is to be quit of the German 
taskmasters. 
“The Germans naturally desire that Italy shall become the 
preliminary battleground and that by Italian sufferings the 
ravages of war shall be kept as far away as possible and as 
long as possible from the German fatherland,” Churchill as­ 
serted. 
Orders Issued To Subdue Italy 
If Italy continues to fight with the Germans, however, he 
said, “from north and south, from sea and from air and by 
amphibious descents we shall endeavor to bring the utmost 
rigor of war increasingly upon them.” 
At .this point he said that orders have already been given 
to this effect. 
* Since no “approaches” have been received from the Italians 
he said, “no new decision is called for from us except the de­ 
cision already taken to pour fire and steel upon every military 
target of significance throughout Italy.” 
“I certainly, don’t wish, in the case of Italy, to tread a path 
that might lead to execution squads and concentration camps, 
and above all to have to carry on our shoulders a lot of people 
who ought to be made to carry themselves,” he said.

off until the bad autumn weather 
arrives to Impede military operations 
on the Balkan peninsula.

Should Hitler be compelled to pull 
back his front in Russia, the first 
withdrawal presumably would be to 
the line of the great river Dnieper, 
which empties into the Black sea at 
Odessa.

Rumania, 
which he hopes—undoubtedly with 
much misgiving—will go on fighting 
for him and continue to provide the 
only source of natural oil left to him. 
It has been the Fuehrer's plan 
that Rumania.

Roll Back Prices 


Philadelphia, July 27 (AP) 
—Restaurants 
must 
comply 
with the Office of Price Ad­ 
ministration’s order to roll 
back prices to the April 4-10 
l e v e l without waiting for 
"official” notification, says Dr. 
James F. Bogardus, OPA dis­ 
trict price officer. 
"The failure of restaurant 
owners to acquaint themselves 
with the order will not be ac­ 
ceptable as a defense for non­ 
compliance,” Bogardus said In 
a statement. "The order has 
b e e n widely published 
in 
newspapers x x x . This pro­ 
cedure is no different from 
the application of any other 
order by the OPA or any other 
agencies.” 
Possible penalties for non­ 
compliance are suspension of 
right to do business, civil suits 
for 
damages 
and 
criminal 
prosecution with a maximum 
penalty of a year In prison 
and a $10,000 fine.

State Bond Quota 
More Than Billion 


Philadelphia, July 27 (AP)—Penn­ 
sylvanians will be asked to buy more 
th an $1,000,000,000 in W ar Bonds— 
the equivalent of a $100 bond for 
every man. woman and child in the 
state—when 
the 
third 
war 
loan 
cam paign opens Sept. 8, says E. A. 
Roberts, chairm an of the W ar F i­ 
nance committee of Pennsylvania. 
"This will finance the war for four 
days,’* Roberts told leaders of the 
W omen’s Division from central and 
eastern Pennsylvania yesterday. Tile 
war is now costing us $10,000,000 an 
hour.” 


I, but shortening, lard, salad and 
cooking oils will cost one point less 
and no m ajor changes will be made 
in m eat values, the Office of Price 
Administration announced today. 
The new red point values will re­ 
main in effect through September 4. 
Tile two-point increase for but­ 
ter brings the cost to ten points a 
pound.

In jum ping the point cast of but­ 
ter. OPA said it was attem pting to 
bring consumer dem ands into line 
with the available supply. For sev­ 
eral m onths, it was explained, civil­ 
ian consumption of butter had ex­ 
ceeded allocations. 
Boost Other Sales 
OPA predicted th a t the higher 
point cost of butter would stim ulate 
the demand for other fats and oils. 
The new point value for lard Is three 
points a pound, while shortening and 
salad and cooking oils are set at 
four points. 
OPA 
removed two meat items 
from the rationed list. 
Fresh pork 
backbones and feet (bone in), which 
have cost one point lier pound, be­ 
come ration-free. 
OPA said these item s were made 
ration-free because of the large sup­ 
ply and the fact th a t government 
agencies do not 
purchase 
them. 
Canned pigs feet, bone end, will 
cost one point for August, compared 
with two points during July. 
While no changes were made in 
the more popular beef cuts, OPA 
predicted an increase of about ben 
per cent in the civilian supply. 
The increase in the beef supply is 
expected to offset a decline in the 
supply of pork

Moscow, July 27 (AP)—Rain came 
to the aid of desperately resisting 
Germ ans in the Orel sector and 
slowed down somewhat the powerful 
Russian advance, although intensive 
battles continued, the Russian Army 
newspaper Red S tar retorted today. 
Front 
line dispatches said 
the 
G erm ans threw in big forces of in ­ 
fantry and tanks in a grim effort 
to ke**p one im portant line open 
north of beleaguered Orel, the now 
all-but-surrounded G erm an bastion. 
Two 
G erm an 
infantry 
regim ents 
with from 50 to 70 tanks managed 
to delay the Russians in this sector. 
Elsewhere, the Russians said they 
m aintained their advance. 
Tile strategy of the Soviet forces, 
which reported only a general ad ­ 
vance of three to six miles, ap­ 
parently was aimed a t consolidating 
positions. 
None of the 70 freshly 
captured towns m entioned In an 
earlier communique were any nearer

than 
previously 
mentioned 
places. 
Nazis Attack

In the past, butchers 
have sold picnic slices and fixed 
point values in accordance with ham 
slice values, and the change merely 
fixes a specific value for the item. 
Sim ilarly, English cuts of beef, a 
type of chuck roast, have cost the 
same under a different name, in 
establishing the English cut classi­ 
fication, OPA said it merely followed 
trade practices in certain areas. 
The new table of point values for 
K osher m eats likewise makes no 
Im portant changes in point values.
